A  letter  signed  by  Capt.  A.  D.  Le  Pan  and  other  officers 
of  the  C.  0.  T.  C.  ,  and  also  one  from  lir.  Gray,  the  President 
of  the  Engineering  Society,  were  presented,  asking  t]r]at  some 
definite  consideration  be  given  to  those  who  had  been  in  attend¬ 
ance  and  wished  to  go  into  actice  service. 

It  was  moved  by  Prof.  Young,  seconded  by  Prof.  Wright 
that  the  following  recommendation  respecting  academic  treatment 
of  students  in  the  Paculty  of  Api^lied  Science  be  made  to  the 
Senate  of  the  University: 

That  to  all  students  of  the  Paculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering  who  have  enrolled,  or  who  shall  hereafter  enrol 
for  active  service  in  anjr  of  the  contingents  of  the  Canadian 
E:q;-edit ionary  Porce,  or  wdio  may  be  engaged  in  any  other  militar3’' 
duty  classed  as  active  service  by  the  Militia  Department,  the 
following  privileges  be  extended: 

All  students  who  have  been  in  attendance  up  to  Peb- 
ruary  Ist ,  1915,  and  whose  records  are  satisfctctor3'‘  to  the  Pac- 
ult3'-  Council,  shall  be  granted  their  years.  To  all  others  such 
corresponding  consideration  shall  be  accorded  as  is  warranted  b3'- 
their  records  for  the  present  and  previous  sessions. 
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Carried. 

The  subject  of  credit  to  be  given  on  exairdnations 
on  account  of  military  work  was  discussed. 

Moved  by  Prof.  Wright,  seconded  by  Prof.  Pain  that 
to  students  who  have  taken  military  training  during  the  present 
session,  either  with  the  C.  0.  T.  C.  or  with  any  other  unit, 
a  bonus  based  upon  the  militarjr  efficiency  shovm,  not  exceeding 
10  per  cent,  of  the  full  value  of  each  subject,  shall  be  granted. 

Carried. 

A  letter  was  read  from  J.  S.  Panter  stating  thiat  he 
had  left  the  University  on  Jan.  6th  to  Join  the  Second  Contingent 
and  he  asked  that  he  be  given  credit  for  the  year's  work,  and 
also  for  a  refund  of  fees. 

It  was  decided  to  let  the  matter  rest  in  abeya,nce  until 
a  policy  had  been  determined  by  the  University  in  the  treatment 
of  such  cases. 

A  letter  was  read  from  L.  T.  Higgins  stating  that  he 
had  entered  the  Amy  Service  Corps  in  which  a  considerable  portion 
of  his  time  for  study  until  after  the  1st  of  March  would  be  re¬ 
quired.  He  asked  consideration  on  this  account. 

The  case  was  referred  to  the  Eoa.rd  of  Examiners,  recom¬ 
mending  that  all  reasonable  leniency  be  shown.

Dear  Sir*; 

'1  air  glad  of  the  occortunlty  you  offer  ne  to  wish  iry  old  friends 

in  Nova  Scotia  a  good  New  Year.  vVnen  the  year  I9l4  opened  there  were  few 

clouds  on  the  horizon.  The  atrrosphere  'indeed  was  not  clear,  for  there 

\ 

nad  been  over  construction  and  unhealthy  speculation  in  land  values:,  and 
we  expected  as  a  result  a  period  of  dulness  in  which  there  would  be  a 
treasure  of  unerrployirent .  Put  in  addition  to  this  depression  there  has 
broken  upon  us  a  terrible  storir;,  which  will  be  rruch  trore  than  a  suirirsr 
downpour  soon  to  pass  away,  leaving  a  clear  sky.  *It  will  spread 
desolation  in  trany  countries  of  Furope;,  probably  cause  the  bankruptcy  of 
sotre  nations',  and  strew  far  and  wide  crippled  and  helpless  rren.  .Ve 
Britons  are  confident  that  there  can  be  only  one  issue  however  long  the 
result  rray  be  deferred;,  and  though  the  resources  of  the  Firpire  will  be 
drawn  upon  deeply,  we  can  stand  the  strain.  Already  Canada  has  taken 
sone  share  in  this  struggle  and  we  shall  need  to  take  even  irore.  .Vnatevei 
that  snare  nay  be  we  shall  willingly  do  our  part.  This  duty  is  thrust 
upon  us  because  we  belong  to  the  Fnpire;,  and  as  rrenbers  of  the  Fncire 
we  nucn  help  to  carry  its  burdems;  but  in  an  especial  degree  it  has  bscoire 
our  duty  to  hesitate  at  no  sacrifices  reauired  to  secure  victory,  because 
it  is  no  secondary  interest  of  Fnpire  that  'is  in  the  balance:,  but  the  very 
principles  on  which  the  Fnpire  and  Canada  itself  are  founded  are  being 
tested  and  weighed.  As  in  no  previous  struggle  in  which  the  Firpire  has 


en^a^ed  since  we  reached  our  status  as  a  self -i^overDlDg  Doirinion,  tnis 
war  nrakes  a  call  ucon  us  to  defend  the  rights  on  which  our  civil  existence 
decends.  This  country  has  learned  throuah  Its  history  the  iieaning  of 
resDonsihle  carl ianentary  governnent.  By  reason  of  this  colitical  educa¬ 
tion  the  ceocle  of  the  Doninion  stand  alongside  the  notherland  together 
with  the  other  self-governing  carts  of  the  frrclre  to  defend  our  coirrron 
inheritance!,  because  we  value  that  inheritance  as  a  treasure  without  which 
our  life  as  a  ceocle  would  los^(  rrost  of  *its  worth,  Freedonr  or  the  right 
to  govern  ourselves  whether  'in  a  snail  state  or  a  world-wide  Eircire  i^ 
the  criceless  treasure  that  has  been  won  for  us.  Put  the  other  side  of 
the  coin  is  duty;,  and  as  freenen  our  pleasure  is  to  do  our  duty.  ;  «Ve 
rrust  give  of  our  best  in  order  that  we  nay  energe  iron  this  naelstron 
with  a  nobler  freedoi  and  a  higher  sense  of  duty.,  having  helced  also  to 
save  the  rights  of  srraller  nations  and  having  restored  to  the  world  the 
concection  of  'Interna tilonal  law;,  which  has  disacceiared  in  all  this  welter. 

.Vhen  victory  cones  nany  new  croblens  will  face  us  in  a  worl'd 
that  has  to  be  reconstructed;,  ana  Canada  will  have  a  'larger  share  than  she 
nas  ever  yet  been  given  in  tne  solution  of  tasks  of  world-wide  scoce. 

After  giving  of  our  best  life  and^  treasure  we  shall  be  excected  to  have  a 
resDonsible  cart  in  the  new  order.  At  hone  also  there  will  be  a  change. 
This  winter  our  life  is  different  fron  what  it  has  been.  Undoubtedly  we 
should  have  been  faced  with  financial  croblens  even  had  there  been  no  war, 
but  war  with  'its  heavy  hand  is  wiclng  the  slate  clean;,  wiring  out  in  blood

rrany  things  that  we  thought  had  been  recorded  for  good.  Values  have  teen 
erased:,  and  iren  will  have  to  write  on  the  clean  slate  new  things  besides 

land  values  and  the  costs  of  construction. 

However,  even  when  tbs  slats  'is  rubbed  clean  we  cannot  afford 
to  forget  the  old  truths  that  have  been  written  upon  it  aforet lii'e;,  truths 
as  to  the  rrsaning  of  liberty,  duty,  responsibility,  deirocracy.  Many  of 
these  (lust  be  written  in  agdkln  lest  we  forget  the'ir.  ‘In  fact  at  tines  we 
do  seen  to  have  forgotten  tnenf  and  we  rrust  r^^irlnd  ourselves  of  then  again* 

In  England  ceocle  are  saying  tnat  norrible  though  this  war  is,  it  has 
served  already  to  burify  the  waters  of  their  life  which  had  been  growing 
turbid.  The  cotrirotlon  without  has  irade  peace  within.  The  water  has 
becone  clearer;  the  settlings  have  sunk  down,  no  one  wishes  to  stir  thett  up. 

For  Canada  also  good  will  conre  out  of  the  cresent  evil.  One 
great  hoped  for  blessing  will  be  that  the  people  will  realise  the  value  of 
tne  liberty  and  democracy  for  wnich  they  are  willing  to  die;  and  that 
having  fought  for  selt-governiiert  they  will  live  for  good  gov^rnir'smt .  Tnis 
nust  be  cut  as  the  highest  of  our  social  blessings.  If  we  coire  to  see 
this  two  results  will  folloW; 

1.  It  will  be  regarded  as  the  highest  honour  to  ssrvei  the'  state.

Not  the  ,?ccun ulati on  of  wealth  but  the  scenaing  of  one'’s  energy  for  the 
public  good  will  win  the  approbation  of  tne  right  irinded.  If  deirocracy  is 
worth  dying  for  it  is  worth  saving  and  ennobling  with  the  best  that  rren  have. 
A  lawyer  will  consider  a  ;|udg03hic  a  higher  honour  than  an  enoraous  fortune. 

A  rran  of  gifts  for  organisation  and  business  will  cretsr  to  cut  their  at  the 
service  of  the  state  rather  than  use  then  solely  for  his  own  individual 
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Durcosea.  .Ve  loot?  to  Britain  for  our  ideals.  No  other  country  crowides 
us  with  a  better  exarrcle  of  devofion  to  cublic  service  on  the  part  of  those 
irost  coffpetent  to  direct  the  affairs  of  the  nation. 

2.  But  If  the  Individual  cltl/'.en  iiust  learn  to  give  of  his  best 

on  their  part  .  ^ 

to  the  public';  the  cutliCAirust  learn  to  give  procer  rewards  to  those  who 
serve  it.  The  sacrifice  irust  not  be  all  on  one  side.  The  dairocracy 

will  never  be  well  served  until  it  gets  rid  of  its  jealousy  of  errinant 
ability,  and  levarns  that  the  desire  to  reduce  all  to  the  sasre  dead  level 
of  rewards  inevitably  brings:,  as  does  all  selfish  envy,  both  dissatisfaction 
and  disappointirent .  .Vnile  cublic  servants  will  not  serve  irerely  to  get 
high  salaries;,  they  should  be  paid  well  enough  to  allow  thKa  to  serve  the 
cublic  honestly  and  to  the  utrrcst  of  their  capacity. 

'If  Detrocracy  cannot  corrrrand  the  sewicei  of  the  best  this 
struggle  was  not  wortn  being  fought,  for  unregulated  freedoir  is  no  better 
than  benevolent  paternalisir  such  as  official  Prussia  gives  her  people. 

The  reason  why  we  rejoice  in  deiiccratic  freedoir  is  because  we  believe  that 
duty  accoirpanies  it  and  that  there  is  a  real  progress  towards  a  higher 
realisation  by  the  individual  of  what  h^i  owes  to  the  state  and  towards  a 
fuller  recognition  by  the  State  of  service  well  perforn-ed.
